'Change*;- Second Term 

The change of course period for 
the second term will extend from 
January 14 to January 23 (5 
o'clock). During this period stu- 
dents in the Faculty of Arts and 
Sclcnco may chango their regis- 
tration in second term courses 
only, so that they may drop a 
second term course for which they 
registered originally and . replace 
it by another approved second term 
course. 

In order to be properly regis- 
tered the student must effect this 
change by completing tho official 
change of course forms available 
in the Assistant Dean's office. 
These forms (3 in number) must 
be completed and turned in by 
the student who should coll back 
within five days to receive his copy 
which will be signed if the change 
is approved.

As 
well, they take three .,. subject 
matter tests; on: topics ofithelr own 
choosing. 

On the basis of these tests, said 
Dean>" Bender, - roughly '-.'the top 
10% of candidates are admitted. 
The.. bottom: 2- 5Ç4 .are .rejected 
•'without 'question." 

PERSONALITY EXAMINED

A chance to cam money while 
teeing Europe will be given to for- 
ty-eight Canadian college students 
in 1058. 

The government has announced 
that twenty-four men and twenty- 
four women will be selected from 
universities across Canada. These 
students will man the Canadian 
Pavilion at the Brussels Universal 
and International Exhibition from 
April to October of 1958. Success-, 
ful applicants will be paid $150 
a month plus all expenses, includ- 



ing regulation attire, meals, and 
living accomodations. 

Eligible students must be native- 
born or naturalized Canadians who 
will be completing their junior 
or senior year in 1058. Applicants 
must have a second class standing 
and the ability to speak English 
and French, as -well "as a. sound 
knowledge of the history and geo- 
graphy of Canada. Students in 
Europe at the time on' travelling 
scholarships and the like' will al- 
so be. considered for the work. 

A two-week vacation with pay 
will be given to the students, 



during which they may travel in
